IN JUDGING FRANCE. 
In these days when the nations of Europe 
are trying to get together on a basis of 
easier terms for Germany in the settlement 
of her reparations debt, and France con­ 
tinues to insist on full payment, many peo­ 
ple are inclined to criticize the latter for 
not joining England in agreeing on better 
terms. Those critics, however, do not take 
into consideration the terrible burden that 
fell upon France as soon as the war was 
over. 
In some respects the after the war 
. burden was even greater than that carried 
while the was was waging. 
In a financial way it was greater, for 
with the peace came the time of payment 
of obligations contracted during the war 
period, and also the still greater task of re­ 
storing the great districts devastated by 
the*ravages of the tremendous conflict. In­ 
dustries had to be re-established, villages

rebuilt, vast 
acreages restored to fertility, farm horses

CHICAGO, 
Aug. 
9.—After ev> ry 
great war, economists say,

er. 
Chicago has a wave, too, after its 
recent street car and elevated war. 
A wiggling wave 
of winsome 
wit­ 
ches, as it were, a wave stretching 
f rom the far end of the south side up 
Michigan avenue and Sheridan road 
to Evanston. 
Judge Geo. B. Holmes of the morals 
court calls th^m ’‘boulevard vamps,” 
and before the strike began was con­ 
gratulating the city on the success of 
his relentless war against them. But 
now, he declares, he must start 
all 
over again, and the problem is even 
worse. 
Boulevard vamps are the girls who 
stand along the highways and vamp 
themselves into seats in passing mo­ 
tor cars. 
When the strike came, the police 
called OU the open season on boule­ 
vard vamps and advised the girls to 
get all the free rides 
they could— 
boulevard vamping became eminent­ 
ly respectable. Everybody, men. wo­ 
men and children, vamped ferocious­ 
ly for six days in their natural pref­ 
erence for an auto ride of six 
or 
eight miles to the idea of walking the 
distance. 
True, several girls complained to 
the police that they had been com­ 
pelled to “get out and walk,” but in 
general it worked out very well. 
But w’hen the cars started again, a 
great many, girls felt they had been 
missing something and asked them­ 
selves why it wasn’t a happy thought 
to continue riding to and from work 
in someone else’s car. 
Thus sprang 
up the new crop of boulevard vamps, 
like a myriad of sand fleas do after 
a hard rain. 
But: 
“The boulevard vamp, both profes­ 
sional and amateur, must go,” declar­ 
ed Judge Holmes today, wrought up 
over a new* batch of cases. 
Authorities are becoming convin­ 
ced that It isn’t so much the sweet 
innocent young thing who needs the 
protection as it is the unwary motor­ 
ist. This is a new note, as it was not 
many months ago that most of the 
social welfare agencies w*ere engag­ 
ed in a vigorous drive on motorists 
who “picked up” the girls and 
who 
were given all the 
credit for the 
vamping.

A committee of five was chosen 
and it made a search of the build­ 
ing and announced no success.

mob was not satisfied.

watchers 
were 
skeptical,; 
however and many decided to stay t

developments. 
Armed 
patrols were thrown out on all the 
roads leading out of the city.

Tuesday night about eight hundred 
persons stormed the court house in 
an effort to get the negro.

threatened to open fire with riot 
guns.

The committee pro­ 
posed working through schools and 
colleges to further American ideals 
of citizenship and advised the crea­ 
tion of a “committee upon American 
citizenship” composed of five mem­ 
bers representing different parts of 
the United States and non-partisan 
in political and industrial questions 
to arose public .sentiment in favor of 
support for the constitution.
